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1 . Claims 1-12 are presented for examination. 

2. The title of the invention is neither descriptive nor precise. A new title is required 
which should include, using twenty words or fewer, claimed features that differentiate 
the invention from the Prior Art. The title should reflect the gist of or the improvement 
of the present invention. 

3. The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. For example, on page 2, lines 17-20, there is a 
typographical or grammatical error for this sentence "Even if a program executed by a 
client and that executed by a remote server are written in different languages, the client 
can communicate with the remote server". Moreover, throughout the specification the 
writing style is kind of strange. Thus, applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors, any grammatical error of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

4. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, the preamble is confused and it is difficult to understand. And, it 
sound strange. It is unclear what the applicants mean by "an identifier written in the 
communication connection request". The comma at the last 2 line should be 
removed. And, claims 2, 5, 6, 9 and 10 contain similar problem. 



5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent.

6. .Claims 1-12 are rejected' under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Colyer 
[U.S. Patent No. 6,023,722]. 

7. Colver anticipates (e.g., see Figs. 1-3) the invention substantially as claimed. 
Taking claims 1 , 2, 5, 6, 9 and 10 as exemplary claims, the reference anticipates a 
communication distribution controlling method (e.g., see col. 6, lines 26-67), comprising: 

a) receiving a communication connection request from a client (e.g., see step 
301 of Fig. 3, col. 6, lines 26-28); 

b) determining whether or not a communication connection corresponding to the 
series of communications is established according to an identifier written in the 
communication request (URL's specifying server, col. 6, line 26); and 

c) connecting the requested communication to a particular relay device as a relay 
destination (Messaging and queuing unit 31 then sends (step 304) a queue client 
request to a server unit, col. 6, lines 36-38) of an established communication connection 
if the communication connection is established. 

8. As to claims 3, 7 and 1 1 , Colyer anticipates the step of notifying the client side of 
an identifier corresponding to the established connection as an identifier to be written in 
connection requests of communication subsequent to the initial communication (e.g., 
see col. 6, lines 45-53). 
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9. As to claims 4, 8 and 12, Colyer anticipates the step of monitoring an elapse time 
and invalidating the communication connection then the elapsed time exceeds a 
predetermined value (e.g., check the threshold number of the messaging and queuing 
unit 31 to decide what to do with the client request and how to employ those servers, 
see col. 7, lines 19-34). 



10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
